JESSUP'S CUAIM, 

Morris K. Jossup, the movant for the in- 
junction, claims that it should issue upon 
two grounds, to-wit: 

1, That the law estabiishing the railroad 
commission is unconstitutional, null and 
void ; | 

2. That the legislature of a state aas no 
authority to delegate powers bestowed upon 
it by constitutional provision to third 
parties as agents with descretionary and 
plenary powers. 

In other words, Mr. Jessup holds and seeks 
to have the federal courts enforce the idea 
that the state has no power to control the 
powers of corporations of its own creation, 
either as chartered institutions or as com- 
mon carriers. He holdsthat arailroad cor- 
poration has the right to manage its affairs 
independent of the sovereign powers of the 
state. He recognizes no rights to the state 
growing out of the surrender by it of the 
right of eminent domain and seeks to es- 
tablish the independence of corporations 
from the regulating power of the state. 

Failing in that he would have the federal 
courts deny the sovercign authority of the 

state, and out of such a$tribunal evoke a 

decision upon the constitutional powers of 
‘W State legislature. He seeks, it appears, to 
have the United States courts determine 
whether the regulation of railroad tariffs 
shall be done by the legislature or whether 
that body may constitute a public and dis 
cretionary tribunal for the purpose. He 
holds that the legislature must do the work 
entire and its schedule remain in force for 
the two years between general assemblies, 
independent of the justice or injustice of 
such enactment.

Wasuiscton, May 5.—After more than 
two years of constant labor by two experts, 
in examining the books of the treasury,

The register of the treasury is the book-. 
keeper for the government, All the public’ 
accounts finally go into his office. Until 
the advent of Graatism, the official state- 
ments of the national debt were made ex- 
clusively by the register, for the good rea- 
son that he alone had the evidence by which 
they con!d be verified. In 1870 Mr. Bout- 
well radically changed this established sys- 
tem, and took upon himself the function of 
issuing the debt statements monthly. 
When the report of the secretary and that 
of the register for that fiscal year (1869-70) 
were published, the former showed an in- 
crease in the debt of $240,000,000 over the 
latter for the ten years from 1861 to 1870 
inclusive. It was alleged by Mr. Boutwell, 
Mr. Sherman, and others, in the debate on 
this subject, that this immense discrepancy 
resulted from the new mode of stating the 
debt. 


Mr. Boutwall issued an order in 1870 re- 
quiring the register to adopt his figures, 
though the public books did not justify the 
change. He had gone back to 1833, and re- 
constructed the debt upon a new basis of 
his own, which covered the huge discrepan- 
cy, and many other shortcomings of which 
little is yet known. To do this effectively, he 
was obliged to force a balance by adding

Any proper examination of the public 
debt and the receipts and expenditures be- 
tween 1860 and 1870 would require, accord- 
ing to the testimony of the experts, four or 
more clerks for five years to do their work 
thoroughly.

The spirit of emulation and friendly

The Veto of the Deficiency Bill. 

The veto of the little deficiency bill is 
based upon a technicality. The presi- 
dent claimsthat the rider which provides 
for the transfer of the appointment of the 
political deputy marshals froin the mar- 
rshals to the judges, requiring them to 
make the appointments in regular num- 
ber from the leading political parties, is 
not germane and is a change in the law. 
The rider on the army appropriation bill 
appropriates money on the condition that 
the army shall not be used at the polls. 
This the president considers germane and 
altogether lovely. The distinction which 
he makes between the two riders is 
purely technical. The army bill prohibits 
the support of the army, unless it is kept 
away from the polls. The deficiency 
bill prohibits the payment of the mar- 
shals unless the political deputies are 
taken equally from the two parties. Ii 
it has been lawful in the past to use 
troops to preserve order at the polls, the 
army rider changes the law; for without 
an appropriation the army would have 
tobe disbanded. There is very little 
real difference between the two riders; 
they are certainly alike in principle; but 
the president preferred to join issue on 
the little deficiency bill, while he let the 
big army bill become a law. He cer- 
tainly did not want to become an adyo- 
cate of the bayonet at the polls, and 
he evades the questions conneeted 
with the employment of political 
deputy marshals. He bases his veto in 
a& word upon a technicality. The real 
desire of his party is to prolong congress, 
and to find some way tobring on a heated 
sectional debate. Thus far the demo- 
crats have declined to gratify the repub- 
licans in this respect, and the veto of the 
deficiency bill is about their last hope. 
Tais is the philosophy of the veto. 
Whetherthe expectation of the republi- 
cans will be met depends upon the sa- 
gacity of the democrats in congress. 
Senator Bayard is said to be in favor 
of sending all needed amendments 
to the election laws to the _ presi- 
dent in a separate bill. So far as 
the deficiency bill is concerned this 
plaa would certainly be unobjectionable ; 
but the action of the president on the 
amendments should be known before the 
civil service bi.l for the next fiscal year is 
taken up. The democrats should never 
abandon the demand for free elections. 
It is a question that has never been nega- 
tived in this country, and never will be.

excursions, The streets were filled with 
thousands of strangers the entire day who 
enjoyed themselves viewing the many 
sights of interest tothem. Many of them 
were quite surprised to see how rapidly the 
ity had grown since their last visit to it. 
The nana that strolled through Whitehall, 
Marietta, Peachtree, Decatur and other 
thoroughfares resembled processions, and 
some of theni were as long as @ first-class 
circus procession in full blast. The large 
number of excursionists that reached At- 
lanta the evening previous from various 
ints in Alabama, along the line of the 
Western railroad, were out bright and 
early, determined to utilize every spare 
moment, and if possible see all that was 
io be seen in Atlanta during their stay in 
the city. @ . 

About ten o'clock ‘this crowd was rein- 
forced by the arrival of a train of fifteen 
passenger coaches by the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad from Hogansville and points 
along the line betweeg that city and At- 
janta. This train was said to have on board 
a Sunday-school excursion bound for Stone 
Mountain. When the train reached At- 
lanta, however, about half of the excur- 
sionists vacated their seats in the cars and 
took possession of the streets. 

A ConsTITUTION reporter who happened 

to be basking in thesun near the depot 
when tietrain left fo: Dec tir had his at- 
tention turned to a rather naughty gentle- 
man, clothed in a summer overcoat—a 
duster with abrick-bat in each pocket— 
giving chase to the departing train.

Gold Veins. 


GAINESVILLE, April 29.—There is a mi-- 
taken notion with regard to the nature and 
formation of gold veins; and you will do 
an essential service to the country, and to 
Georgia particularly, if vou will give your 
aid in promulgating the truth to the masses, 
who are ignorant of the laws of science. 
We will , remise by stating that the opera- 
tion of the laws of God never change; and 
that a ‘“‘true or volcanic vei:.’ is everywhere 
the same; that its metalic properties de- 
pend upon whatever metal chanced to be 
forced up with the matrix to the surface 
from the fluid mass of matter, beneath the 
crust of the earth, which is about fifty 
miles thick. Whenever a grand ‘cataclysm 
obtains this crust is disrupted; and a chain 
of mountains is formed, and many fissures 
are formed, giving numerous metalifferous 
veins of whatever happens to be at. that 
foint, in a fluid state—sometimes iron, 
sometimes gold, silver, zinc, copper, or any 
| othersubstance. These veins never exhaust, 
as the crust of the earth is at least 50 miles 
thick; the metals of whatever kind will 
continue tothatdepth. The Comstock lode 
has been worked 3,500 feet deep, and the 
heat increases about 1 degree in every 56 
feet; consequently, at the present level, no 
one can work longer than one hour. 

In Georgia, we have but five true veins 
which have produced immensely rich de- 
posits.of massive gold. But not one has 
been developed. No search has been made 
for the veins which, if worked, will yield 
thousands of dollars per day to each hand. 
The Potosi mine in South America yielded 
over $2,000,000 annually for many years,and 
we have at least four equally as rich. 
The Lumsden -mine, at Nacoochee, is 
of this character, and has produced bun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars from the 
placers, but when traced to the cause, will 
yield as much every month. The most of 
the veins in Georgia and other parts of the 
world are altogether different from true or 
fissure veins. They were formed by chemi- 
cal precipitation, from solution in a tem- 
perature above boiling water and formel 
strata in the primary sea bed, which were 
rafter millions of years upheaved by volcanic 
force, and now constitute what we call ‘‘seg- 
gregated veins,’’ which trend with the Ap-. 
palachian range of mountains in a south. 
west and northeast direction in the states 
of Georgia, Alabama, North and South 
Carolina, -and onwards for a thousand

A Times Vienna dispatch says that a 
change of governmeat in England may af- 
fect the relations which existed between 
Austria, Germany and England, but can- 
not affect an understanding between Aus- 
tria and Germany, 

The Standard, in it® editorial on the In- 
dian financial discrepancy, says: The most 
favordble view which can be taken of the 
vase if the discrepancy is us great as has 
been asserted is that there was extreme 
recklessness or gross negligence on the part 
of the financial authorities in India. On 
tbis supposition the inevitable conclusion 
is that Sir John Starchey is unfit for the 
grave and responsible duties of his post, 
and ought to be replaced as speedily as possi- 
ble by a really competent financier. There is 
another aspect of the matter upon which 
we are most unwilling to touch, but which 
it would be sheer folly to blink. The party 
spirit will not be slow to assert that the 
error which has now been discovered was 
not altogether accidental. It has, in truth, 
been hinted insome obscure qltiarters that 
the opportune character of favorable esti- 
mates conjures u 
picion. We needscarcely say that we do 
not for a moment give auy credit to malig- 
nant conjectures of this kind, nevertheless 
itisobviously most unfortunate that an 
errorin the Indian budget should have 
been perpetrated at such a time. and in 
such a manner. 

Tne Standard in an editorial article, com- 
menting on the deficit 1n the Afghan 
finances, says: ‘There seems to be, unfor- 
tunately, noroom for doubt that the recent 
glowing calculations of the Indian govern- 
ment have proved untrustworthy. The dis- 
crepancy is variously stated at three to five 
million pounds. Either sum would unfor- 
tunately be large enough’ to throw all the 
finances of the empire into confusion, at 
least for the present, and if the deficiency 
exists, the whole of the specious argument 
by which Sir Stafford Northcote and Mr. 
Stanhope justified the policy of the late 
government falls to the ground.”
